Editor Dbaf-Mutks' Journal : 
— The results have turned out to my 
entire satisfaction, and I heartily 
congratulate Rev. Cloud on his elec- 
tion. 

I shake hands with everybody 
who praised me ; damned me ; turn- 
ed me over like a bug to see if it is 
imperious in temperament ; drove a 
pin into it, because it is tenacious of 
opinions ; refused to vote for me, 
because I am a dreamer, and again 
supported me, because I am a man 
who both does things and causks 
things To BR donb ; called intel- 
lectual acsendancy "genius," and 
again dubbed the same intellectual 
supremacy "dictatorship," sup- 
pressed my writings, because I did 
justice, and printed them, because I 
did not ; thought me human, fair, 
unafraid and understandable, and 
then regarded me as a dark agent of 
mystery ; chaos and ruin ; was sure 
that I was a friend of real ability, 
genuine humor and horse sense, and 
again equally certain that I am a 
partner of goblins who glot over the 
wrecks of if-not-why-not societies, 
ambitious of incompetents and chil- 
dish plans. 

I infused life and vim into a dead 
carcass of a sheepskin oligarchy, 
which was the sole object of my 
entering "politics." I gave force 
and verve to the campaign and would 
have done more so, if it were not for 
the same cowardly censorship which 
is making the country sick, when 
Congress tries to impose it on free 
citizens. However, my punch was 
there, as usual, though there was 
not as much of it as it would have 
been, if I owned my own newspaper. 
My purpose has been fully served 
— no deaf-mute has been rewarded 
with the highest N. A. D. office be- 
cause he connived at assassination 
— and till the next three years, I 
will take a rest from all species of 
truth-telling, heart-touching mirth 
and wisdom, which all of you have 
had free of charge for the sake of 
that education of which you are so 
terribly and niy-diploma-is-sigued- 
by-a-U. S.-presidentically proud. 

In entering upon his office, it is 
hoped and trusted that Rev Cloud 
will do so without any exaggerated 
sense of its importance. 

The truth that has to be freely 
told is that the N. A. D. is really au 
insignificant society of an insignifi- 
cant class of people, who need very 
much to be represented by a well- 
known man in order that they may 
be better known. There are many 
intelligent deaf-mutes, who can, as 
president, keep the N. A. D. agoing, 
while it is not easy to find a figure- 
head. 

We are living under humane laws, 
and all assertion to the contrary is 
mere political buncombe. 

There are no educational methods 
that are really oppressive. 

There is no iudifferent superin- 
tendent or an absolutely bad teacher. 

Of the millions of arrests going on 
in the country every year, for causes 
varying from petty misdt-mean or to 
homicide, there are only a dozen im- 
postors arrested in the mean time. 

Living in great and benevolent 
States, we have nothing to complain 
of, and our only activity which has 
any sense in it, will be to maintain 
and continue our " Let the Public 
know us" policy— that is, to teach 
the public not to fancy that all of 
us are defectives in the most offen- 
sive sense of the word, and further, 
with ordinary assiduity, see to it 
that that policy shall find its best 
expression in the building a of monu- 
ment, the same as has been done in 
the Oallaudet monument. It is both 
nonsensical and dishonest for you to 
" view with alarm" the rnising of a 
fund for the Abbe de l'Kpee monu- 
ment, when you were never scared 
when the Gallaudet monument was 
paid for. 

I will run again in three years. 
A campaign is a pleasantry for me, 
To be a president is mere play. I do 
not care a snap for the criticisms 
that my activities should have been 
spent within the confines of the 
N. A. D. itself — spent in follow- 
ing out mere routine work in sub- 
ordinate positions, which may as well 
be done by anybody else. My work, 
which perhaps nobody elsecan do, 
lies in another direction, I 1h»j>«- and 
trust to the profit of all the deaf of 
the nation. 

I hope, also, that the Hartford 
convention will be a great success, in 



spite of the great limitations imposed 
by the " grim tide of war."

P. S. — The editor erred— for 
political effect — in affirming that I 
sulked and refused to greet the 
delegates to San Francisco. The 
main facts are : 

1. The C. A. D., for months, ob- 
jected to ray presence. The docu- 
ments are on file. 

2. Before June 1st, Drake noti- 
fied me that my membership ter- 
minated on that date. His card is on 
file. Months afterwards I learned 
that I was only in " arrears." 

3. Roberts was in San Francisco, 
acting as treasurer for Drake; at any 
rate he received dues there. He did 
not call on me, neither did I feel 
under any obligation to pick him out 
for any special notice. 

4. Before June 1st, I wrote to 
every deaf friend who extended me 
courtesy when I was out Hast and 
of whose coming I was uncertain, a 
letter Inviting him to be my guest. 
Some of them, I recollect, were 
Long, Drake, Fox, Hanson, etc. 
Their replies are on file. 

5. I also wrote Runde, who called 
himself president of the C. A. D. , 
to send me n list of delegates who 
were coming. He refused to do so. 
1 1 is letter is on file. 

6. Asked Hodgson in a letter ad- 
dressed to Omaha in care of a friend 
to get up a list of incoming delegates 
to be guests, if possible, at the Bohe- 
mian Club, No reply. 

7. Asked him to stop over at 
Truckee and go around Lake Tahoe 
with me, he to arrive in San Fran- 
cisco in the morning in time for the 
C. A. D. formalities. No reply. 

8. Regarded Howard as repre- 
sentative of the N. A. I)., ami invit- 
ed the N. A. D. in his person to be 
my guest at dinner at the same club. 
He did not come, though there was 
DOthing to prevent his dressing for 
dinner aud going to the ball after- 
wards. 

9. Called at Hotel Dale. If the 
fifty Eastern delegates were not 
there at the time, it was not my 
fault. The persons I greeted were 
Mrs. Syle, Mrs. Haight, Mr. Fris- 
bee, etc. 

I believe the above is a sufficient 
reply to the editor's allegation that 
I made no effort, under such had 
circumstances, to greet the delegates, 
and have nothing more to add, ex- 
cept that the Cads originally pre- 
pared a program featuring the Oak- 
land Auditorium, as one of the meet 
ing places aud afterwards omitted it. 
Why ? The auditorium is right on 
the shore of the Lake Merritt, 
which my studio also overlooks.

On April 24th, the Secretary sent election ballots to all eligible voters, 
the ballots being returnable on or before May 24th, 1917. Out of 1003 
eligible voters, 643 cast their ballots. 

In counting these 643 ballots, the Secretary has followed the mall vote 
law to the letter. He found 499 legally marked, and 143 rendered 
void as follows : 132 bearing votes for two men from the same State, 6 
bearing votes for three or more members of the Executive Board, 
and 5 changed. Four other ballots were thrown out for reasons enume- 
rated later on. 

Considering only the legal votes cast, these are the winning candi- 
dates : — 

President — James H. Cloud. 

First Vice-President— J. W. Howson. 

Second Vice-President — Cloa O. Latusou. 

Secretary — Arthur L. Roberts. 

Treasurer — J. H. McFarlaue. 

Executive Board — J. C. Howard and Olof Hanson. 

The following table will show the complete count of the vote. The 
first column shows the number of votes each candidate received on ballots 
legally marked ; the next three columns show the number of votes on 
ballots marked contrary to the provisions of the mail vote law. The last 
column shows the total number of votes each candidate received, irrespec- 
tive of illegal marking. Except in the vote for Second Vice-President, 
the comparison of the legal vote and the total number of votes cast 
makes no change in the wiuning candidates.

Total Ballots received 643 

Some members have written the secretary inquiring why there were 
not more coudidates listed on the ballot, as so many were voted for in 
the primary. The mail vote law directs the secretary to deal only 
with the high five nominated for each office, and ascertain who of the 
five are willing to run. Only those candidates named on the ballot con- 
sented to run. The secretary has no authority to go down the line 
attempting to get five candidates for each office, or to get even one can- 
didate should all the high five decline. An amendment has been pro- 
posed to cover this weakness. 

Inquiry has also been made as to why an extra square and blank line 
were not placed under the offices where only one candidate was listed. 
The secretary did have this in mind, but a further study of the law show- 
ed that this would not have been legal. Article 6. Section 3, says 
that " the names and residences of all candidates to be voted for shall 
be printed on the ballot." The law should be amended on this point 
also. 

The secretary has suggested other amendments to the Law committee, 
which seem justified from the recent experience with the law. I n 
principle, the law is sound, but there are points in which it may be 
strengthened aud made a more perfect vehicle of popular suffrage.

Sonweine slated 
that he had been unable to get his 
committee together, and moreover 
had been unable to coinnuinicate 
with the Secretary of the Society. 
He had no report to make.

In that 

session, however, he weakened and 



Deaf and Dumb Make good 
Plants 



In Arms 



Paris, May 5.— The Intensive 

prod net loft of munitions in France, 
with its enormous requirements in 
hand labor, hss opened up a new 
future for the deaf and dumb, who 
before the war were excluded from 
factory work. Now hundreds of 
them are making shells and parts 
Of automobiles and aeroplanes for 
the army. Some of them are earn- 
ing the equivalent of (4 a day. 

Manufacturers refused deaf and 
dumb help previously, because of 
the laws that made the employer 
responsible for all accidents to his 
employees, and because tbe ac- 
cident insurance companies would 
not insure the deaf and dumb. 
There were also prejudices against 
them arising from the supposed 
difficulty of conveying orders and 
explanations. 

In practice it has been found tbst 
the deaf and dumb men meet with 
no more accidents than their com 
radet who can hear and talk. They 
learn even quicker by sight than do 
many workmen by ear, and their at- 
tention, never being divided by g 
venation, their ouipnt is of the best 
finish and cqtiil in volume to that of 
the best mechanics. They are even 
more attentive to danger than men 
who have possession of all their fae 
ulties.

The near approach of the centen- 
nial celebration of the founding of 
the American School for the Deaf 
iu Hartford, to be held at the school 
June 29 to July 7, inclusive, mves 
particular interest to a certain fea- 
ture of the program. This will be 
a pageant conceived by and 
prepared under the direction of 
Miss Hallie Florence Gelbart of 
Hartford. The pageant will re- 
present the education of the deaf 
from the earliest times until tl.e 
present day. One hundred and 
lifty Hartford people will be uliliz- 
ed in the production, and rehearsals 
are now being held in preparation 
for the presentation which will take 
place Tuesday evening, July 3d. 

Those who are to lake part, are en 
thusiastic over die production and 
those who have charge have been 
much pleased at the willingness of 
people to take part. Singers and 
dancers are much in demand and 
some of those in the city most gift- 
ed in these respects will be found 
in the presentation. The pageant, 
held in the evening, will be visible 
to all who enjoy witnessing such 
productions and it will undoubtedly 
be the most popular feature of the 
Celebration. There are no more as- 
siduous devotees of the movies than 
the deaf and that this masterly 
p r e sentation will appeal tO them in 
a tremendously gripping way, is 
easily understood. While it will be 
of primary interest to the deaf, the 
arrangement has been so beautifully 
conceive.! by the author that, apart 
from the attractiveness of the act 
ing and charm of the songs, dances 
and cos lu tries, Ihe pictorial repre- 
sentation of the evolution of the 
mind darkened by centuries of neg- 
lect and ignorance to tbe enlighten- 
ment ol the present century, cannot, 
fail to be of great general Interest 
The old, old story of the develop- 
ment progress of educalional Ideas 
is an ever popular theme for the 
delectation of American audiences. 

The pageant will be produced on 
the grounds in the rear of the Ameri- 
can School for the Deaf at the foot 
of the slope of the Garden Street 
reservoir. 

The actors will appear at the top 
of the reservoir and come down the 
Slops and assume their places. I>< le- 
gates from all over the country will 
view the spectacle. The chants to 
be sung have been composed espe- 
cially for the affair by Miss Janet 
Stone, daughter of George F. Stone, 
an instructor in the American 
school.

The pageant will open with a fan- 
fare of It umpets from four pages. 
Then over Ihe hill and through Hie 
BM will appear the figures of live 
beautiful girls representing the five 
senses. They come gaily together 
and after a charming romp. Know 
ledge enters with a group of little 
children ami asks of the Senses 
their blessing for the little ones. 

This pantomime ceremony is seen 
and Knowledge and the children 
re happily. 

Then Sight, Taste, Smell, Hearing 
and Touch join hands in a lovely 
frolicking dance ami as they romp 
about with more and more abandon, 

they play a game. In this game 
Hearing runs away. She is brought 
back two or three times, but as she 
gets holder and bolder, she goes on 

into the wilderness — and does not 

return. The othei senses search 
despairingly for her, Knowleder 
enters with a child to be blessed — 
and as a tragic lit lit scene is told 
that Hearing is lost. 

The child is desolate, the four 
senses strive to be of use but 
Knowledge, with apparent grief 
and relnctai Into the dis- 

tance and leaves the child prostrate 
on the ground. Then over the hill- 
top is seen the figute of Religion 
approaching anil pointing to a monk 
with tie The child liris her 

bend and looks with transcendent 
joy at the priest who comes slowly 
toward her, liflsher from the ground 
and with the oross hehl high, leads 
her toward Religion and Knowledge.

This bit of history gives ample op 

port unity for the Introduction of 

brilliant and colorful gtoups of 

dancers, pantomimists ami singers 
The new world history starts with 

the dire need of instruction for this 

unfortunate and much mlsnnder

The girls of the intermediate class- 
es took part in Swedish drills, ap- 
paratus work aud English country 
dance, in the same maimer as chil- 
dren gifted with hearing. 

The young men of the advanced 
classes gave performances in wand 
drill, dumb-bell drill, and marching, 
under the direction of Edward II. 
Bines. So well executed were the 
movements that the girls won in a 
competitive drill with the giilsof 
the higher grade, the prize being a 
silver cup The older girls also 
gave an exhibition of country danc- 
ing and drilling. The judges of 
the contest were Aliss Margaret 
Dale, Miss Zessinger and Henry 11. 
Kingston.
